"The city manager . . shall 
have power to appoint from 
the civil service eligible list, 
all heads of departments ex­ 
cept said city attorney . . . 
and elective officials of said 
city ..." (To the same ef­ 
fect see Sections 11.3 and 
22.3 of the City Code (Ord. 
No 1361»

Both Chiefs, by definition, 
are heads of departments. 
Therefore, they are appointed 
by the City Manager

2 How the Chief of the Po­ 
lice Department and the Chief 
of the Kire Department are re­ 
moved:

The City Manager alone haj 
the authority to discharge the 
Chief of the Police Department 
and the Chief of the Fire De­ 
partment Article VII, Section 
5 le) of the Charter also pro­ 
vides that

"The city manager ... shall 
have power to prefer charges 
against such heads of such 
departments as are appointed 
by him in the manner pre­ 
scribed by and in accordance 
with the provisions of any 
civil service ordinance of said 
city applicable to suspension, 
discipline or removal of such 
heads of such departments, 
but any decision of the civil 
service board of the trial 
board, as the case may be 
upon any such charges may be 
overruled by an affirmative 
vote of four members of the 
city council."

3 Role of the City Council 
in appointment and removal 
of said Chiefs:

The City Council does not 
direct the City Manager in the 
appointment of either of said 
Chiefs Article VII, Section 5 
ic) of the Charter provides in 
part as follows:

"Neither the city council, 
nor any member thereof, 
shall in any manner, direct 
or request the city manager 
to appoint or remove any per­ 
son to and'or from any of­ 
fice or employment of the 
city . . ."
